Now 
they arc alarmed lest the old soldier 
should bo paid his pension in 50-oent 
silver dollars^ when there never has 
been and never cau be a 50-ceut silver 
dollar so long as the dollar is a legal 
tender for all debts. 


But those gold men have not always 


been ao solicitous as tto the welfare of 
the old soldiur. After they had passed 
laws making the bonds.which wove pur- 
chased with depreciated paper uur- 
reacy, and which wara redeemable in 
such currency, redeemable in coiu, 
Oe'ne'ralJ. B. Weaver, then a member 
of Congress from Iowa, introduced a 
bill to pay the old soldier the differ- 
once between tbedepreciatcd currency, 
in which he was paid for fighting, xbile 
the gold men were legislating to ou- 
rich themselves, in coin, the gold 
men objected, and Weaver's bill was 
defeated. The gold men who made the 
laws did not hesitate to miiko bondo 
purchased at '40 cents on tha dollar, re- 
deemable in coiu worth 100 cents on 
the dollar. They made a great distinc- 
tion between the inaa who held bonds 
and the man who carried n musket, and 
they etill recognize the distinction, 
greatly to the advantage of tha bond- 
holder. As Bryau says tha very men 
who are now so much afraid tho old 
soldier will draw his pension in 50- 
cent dollars, did not hesitate to pay 
him for his services in tbo field in 40- 
tent dollars.

WHAT PRESIDENT HARBISON SAID. 


In his speech nt Indianapolis, the 


homo of ex-President Harrison, Mr. 
Bryau called attention to the message 
sent by Mr. Harrison to Congress when 
he was President in 1890. This was 
after the passage of the Bullion Pur- 
chase Act of July, 1890, which was 
signed by President Harrison and 
which sent tha price of silver up to 
$1 21 an ounce in New York. In that 
message President Harrison said of the 
effect of legislation on silver: 


The enlargement of our currency by 


the silver bullion, undoubtedly gave an 
upward tendency to trade, and had a 
marked effect on prices, but.this natural 
and desired effect of the silver legisla- 
tion was, by many, erroneously at- 
tributed to tbe Tariff Act. 


Legislation authorizing the purchase 


of a limited quantity of bullion by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, provided it 
waa offered for sale, advanced the price 
of silver to $1 21 per ounce, and yet the 
single standard advocates tell us legis- 
lation baa nothing whatever to do with 
the price of silver. It is a fact, to", 
that, tbe Treasury notes paid for the 
Bilver bullion are redeemable in stand- 
ard dollars at the option of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who is authorized 
to have the dollars coined for that pur- 
pose.
